This article contains extracts of sev- 
eral letters. which Mr. Aurora introduces 
with wonderful parade and exultation, as a 
confutation of all the charges against Arm- 
strong, and supposes that no federal edi- 
tors will repudfish this counter-statement, 
taking it for granted, that federal editors 
are as great rascals as himself, But the | 
fedeval-editors are always as ready to pub- 
fish the refutation as the charge, and let 
the world judge. I shall now republish all 
the documents which have been sent to 
Duane, and Jet the world judge. 

Previous to their introduction, however, 
it may not be amiss to observe, that the 
principal writer, advocate, witness an \cer- 
tificate maker. in favor of Armstrong, Is 
one David Bailie Warden, a correspondent

would soon finda way io make bim eat it. 
Like his prototype Falstaff, the colonel 
thought the better part of valor was dis- 
cretion, and he kept a very discreet silence 
from that time wo this. Now, however, 
he comes out doubly armed ; with both 
letter and affidavit ; 
vit too of David Bailie Warden. Instead 
of taking Mr. David's statement of what 
Capt. Hopkins asserted respecting Arm- 
strong’s conduct, I copy the following from 
the Evening Post of Oct. 31, 1808, taken 
at the time from his own lips; though re- 
lated in the third person. 


“ Along with Capt. Palmer, came Capt. 
Caleb Hopkins, of Portsmouth, New- 
Hampshire, (my other informant) who 
sailed from this port for Cherbourg, in the 
ship Yictoroy, of Portsmouth, and having 
been captured and sent into England, but 
not detained, proceeded to his origmal des- 
tination where he arrived, landed and ware- 
housed his cargo some days before the Al- 
len decree had been acted upon, except in 
the case of the Horizon. Nevertheless 
the vessel and cargo were seized under the 
same decree and held for trial. Captain 
Hopkins then applied to the American 
Ambassador at Paris by letters from Chers 
bourg, and most earnestly besourht him 
to interfere, or at least to send him a pass- 
port, to come to Paris to attempt to recov- 
er his ship. 

* Armstrong, after preserving a perfect 
silence for many months, at length on the 
18th of July last, deigned to write him by 
his secretary, in which he told him it would 
be useless to come to Paris ; and he had 
the cruelty to attempt to play off a sar- 
casm op his wretched countryman, bv say- 
ing in his letter, which now lies before 
me, * I would advise you that Paris is not 
on the route to L’ Orient, the only port in 
* ance from which you can sail fur Amer- 
ica.” 

After his vessel was condemned, he 
walked all the way from Chebourg to Pa- 
ris, more than three hundred miles, to see 
Armstrong personally, and get « passport 
home. Armstrong asked him if 4e had 
any money to fay for this pfassfiort ? the 
poor man answered no, he was not the 
owner of a farthing ;—Armstrony then 
turned to his secretary, and cut the busi- 
ness short by telling him to grant the man 
a fiasafiort, whenever he produced \2 francs 
to fay the fees. Capt. Hopkins then went 
into the street, and begged the money of 
an American whom he met, with which 
he went back and dought a Licence to re- 
turn to hie native country, pensyless and 
ruined.” 


But now David Bailie Warden the con- 


nence of Hopkine: Qn this subject 1 offer — swears, on the Moly Evangelists of 


the following deposition, viz. 

Having been secretary to gen. Arm- 
strong at the time Hopkins was in Paris, 
and having been specially charged by him 
with the giving of passports, I do solemn- 
ly swear, on the Holy Evangelists of Al- 
mighty God, that no such order in rela-. 
tion to Hopkins, or any other person, ever 
was given to me by the said minister: and 
farther, that the rule prescribed by him 
and observed by me, in all cases, was to 
give passports and other offictal acts gratis.

© The aforesaid Hopkins is also mace 
to declare (on the authority of captain Wil- 
hiam Nichols) that, when he (Nichols) cal- 
led on the minister to inform him that cafi- 
tain Waterman, whose shift had been burnt 
at sca, was near Paris and on his way to 
Arras firison, that the general refused to in- 
terfere for, or in any way to assist, the said 
Waterman. 

Had Mr. Nichols made this assertion, 
there would be no difficulty im shewing it 
to be a most wicked and impudent false- 
hood (as will be seen hereafter) but the o- 
riginal letter from Nichols written toa 
friend at Paris, and which I send herewith, 
will prove, that hisname has been employ- 
ed on this occasion ina way equally re- 
mote from his wishes and from the truth...

Remarks. 

It ig now above a year, since I first be- 
gan to make known to the public, through 
the press, the indignitics, the losses, and 
the sufferings inflicted upon every unpro- 
tected American citizen, who had the mis- 
fortune to be captured by French pirates 
under colour ef the Berlin and Milan de- 
crees.

Instead of taking Warden’s statement 
of Mr. Wyle’s case, so artfuly mitigated, 
I prefer giving his own relation, tsken 
from his printed letter to his owners. It 
is dated © Arras Prison, April 18th, 1809.” 
Afler mentioning the particulars of his 
voyage after leaving New-York, and giv- 
ing an account of bis capture by the French 
pirates, he says: 


“Fam here friendless and moneyless. 

—Our pay here is 19 cents per day, to 
supply every necessary of lile, and 29 e/:- 
liort whatever can ce obtain from our min- 
ister. I write frequently to his Excelies-- 
cy General Armstrong, to alleviate our 
distress, by allowing some peouniary sup- 
port, if he cannot obtain our release, //e 
vill not even answer our letters ; he listens 
to the sufferings of his countrymen and gives 
them no redress. He looks on us more with 
contempt than fity —We are furthermore 
informed by Mr. Cox Barnett, American 
Consnl tor the District of Havre, that His 
Excellency the [french minister, would 
immediately give us np, were Ceneral 
Armstrong ta make application jor us.” 

Thus far the letter of Mr. Wyle, but bis 
case and Mr Doolittle’s being coupled to- 
gether in the defence, it may be as well to 
bring them together here so as to dispose 
of both at once. 

“ Tsaac Doolittle, (says Warden, who I 
strongly suspect writes with Armstrong’s 
pen) * Fsaac Doolittle complains in nearly 
the same style with Wyle, but admits that 
Gen. Armsthong did answer his first let- 
ter.” But let us hear Mr. Doolittle tell 
his own story. Itis taken from his letter, 
under the care of Mr. and Mrs. Cluhd, and 
I fancy will be quite as satisfactory to the 
enquirer after truth as the above account 
of it by Mr. Warden. His letter is dated 
Arras, 8th June.

with hopes that it would suddenly be crant- 
ed.’ After writing repeatedly to hin, so- 
liciting him, if he could not liberate us, to 
rive us some small pecuniary assistance 
that we might with the more comlort sup 


port the shackles of our cantiviry—T re. 
ceived a letter from H. E. [His Excellen- 


cy} on the 27th April, which # dedieve was 
written merely with a view to rid himaclf of 
my importunities,” 

{Here follows the letter.) 

* By the above it appears that he does 
not dispute our chaims to the protection 
of the United States, but there is a ran- 
s©M to be paid for our release; yet J am 
well persuaded that had His Faxcellency 
made the necessary demand for our libera- 
tion, on our first arrival here, we should ere 
this have landed in that blessed country were 
alone true and genuine liberty is enjoyed. 
Should His Excellency’s neglect be caus- 
ed by political circumstances which might 
render it necessary for him to defer mak- 
ing application for our liberty, would he 
allow us some small sufiport, so as to render 
our sitwationa little comfortable, I should 
sfiend my life contentedly, and die a ~»olunta- 
ry martyr fur my country’s good, \ut as it 
appears obvions from circumstances which 
daily occur that it is the effect of obstina- 
cy or opposition, itis impossible to rest 
satisficd.” 

* Mr. Isaac Cox Barnett, American 
Consul for the District of Havre lias been 
for a Jong time using every possible means 
for the release of his unfortunate country- 
men, who are detained as prisoners in this 
country, but dcing ofpifiosed by the above 
mentioned fivwerfil misanthrofitat, his ef- 
forts have unhappily fell short of his ex- 
pectations.” 

* J saw a letter three cays since, receiv- 
ed by Mr. C. from Mr. B. statin that he 
(Mr. B.) Aad becn authentically informed at 
the war office that General Armstrong had 
not claimed the release of any Americaans,
